Canada’s MP.’s 
To Plan for Peace 

OTTAWA (CP) — Legislation 
designed to ease the Impact of 
economic problems which will 
come with victory and peace may 
be a feature of the parliamentary 
session which will open January 
25. 

With the memory of the last 
war's aftermath fresh In their 
minds, members of the govern 
ment have been studying meas¬ 
ures which might anticipate the 
conditions which are inevitable 
when peace comes to a country- 
geared to a mighty war effort 

While Prime Minister Macke* 
xie King and hit colleagues appear 
convinced the present struggle 
will be a long one, it la under¬ 
stood steps are being taken to 
present at the forthcoming ses¬ 
sion s measure to provide a form 
of insurance against unemploy 
ment-to cover the Immediate post¬ 
war period. 

Already, through the operations 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, antfTn other directions, the 
government has endeavored to 
envision and guard against 
economic dislocation at the end of 
the war. 

According to persistent reports, 
the government will bring In 
measures to provide that those 
who will be engaged In civilian 
industry during the war will make 
some contribution toward a fund 
to serve a* a backlog when war¬ 
time industry will no longer be 
needed. 

Creation of a more flexible and 
better controlled financial system 
In recent years Is expected also to 


be an aid in stabilizing the eco¬ 
nomic system when peace comes. 

Some legislation looking toward 
the problems of peace is expected 
to be offered by the Conservative, 
Social Credit and Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation parties 
in the House. 

Because the war has not yet 
entered the scale which all parties 
anticipate it must Inevitably 
reach, the demand for supplies 
from Canada has not been as 
great as generally expected. 

But officials foresee that soon 
the productive capacity of Canada 
will be taxed to the limit and a 
great number of people will be 
engaged in work which will end 
with war. 

Some appointments to the 
Senate, where there are 12 va¬ 
cancies. are expected before Par¬ 
liament opens. 

Sir Arthur Currie 
Success Receded 

LONDON (CP)—The memory 
of Sir Arthur Currie, commander 
of the Canadian forces in the Brat 
Great War as a civilian who "suc¬ 
ceeded where brass hats had 
failed," was evoked by the London 
Daily Herald today in connection 
with the resignation of War Sec¬ 
retary Leslie HoreBelisha. 

Hannen Swaffcr, political com¬ 
mentator of the Herald, criticized 
Prime Minister Chamberlain for 
what he claimed was bowing to 
pressure ol the generals against 
Mr. HoreBelisha. 

Soldiers from the Dominions 
found “to their disgust that the 
old gang Is on top again." Swaffcr 
said, adding: “Canadians remem¬ 
ber how in the last ‘do’ their chief 
general. Sir Arthur Currie, who 
had been a mere real estate agent, 
had succeeded where conventional 
brass hat# had failed." 


Refngees in B.C 
Setting Down 

CALGARY (CPI —“A former 
economics professor at Prague 
University hat become an expert 
tractor operator; a doctor who 
graduated from the tame college 
has become a splendid carpenter." 
So Fraser McConnell, supervisor 
in charge of the Sudeten settle¬ 
ment at Tupper, British Colum¬ 
bia, described ways in which more 
than 500 Czechoslovakian refu¬ 
gees had adapted themselves to 
their new Canadian homes. 

On 20,000 acres of land pur¬ 
chased at the request of the fed¬ 
eral government, thcec people 
were finding freedom and happi¬ 
ness as farmers and dairymen, 
said Mr. McConnell 

‘The things they like heat about 
Canada are the friendliness of 
neighboring settlers and the fact 
that they don’t have to report to 
police for every action," he said. 

Among the colonists are Czechs, 
Slovaks, Ukranians and a lew 
Jewish families of mixed re¬ 
ligions, education and avocations. 
But they are bound together by 
an ardent distaste for Nazlism. 

Among those who came to the 
settlement last April were the doc¬ 
tor, the professor, glass workers, 
a violin maker, leather workers 
and cabinet makers. There is a 
former member of a grand opera 
troupe from Vienna; an expert 
ski instructor who owned a large 
chalet; an ex-member of the Ger¬ 
man Reichstag whose two daugh¬ 
ters were educated In England; 
there la a typewriter salesman 
and a horticulturist from the 


Royal Botanical Gardena In ‘ 
Vienna. 

“Many of Jlje single men have 
expressed willingness to fight for 
Britain in the war. They feel 
naturally, that war should have 
been declared after Munich," said 
Mr McConnell 

Several of the Sudetens had 
been In German concentration 
camps, he said. They confirmed 
all reported terrors of those In¬ 
stitutions, but feared to elaborate, 
lest It might mean hardship for 
relatives at home.

In effect It then suggested, and 
the government promptly repudiated any as¬ 
sociation with the suggestion, that It might 
be Just as well If Britain and France agreed 
to let Herr Hitler have the Sudeten areas of 
Czechoslovakia If that was the only way to 
prevent war. We know what happened. 

Baking nn history la unpro fitable In an y 
practical discussion of the grim business to 
which the British Empire has engaged Itself. 
This newspaper, ever since Anthony Eden 
was dropped from the Chamberlain ministry 
two years ago next month, and right up till 
the government at Westminster saw Its ap¬ 
peasement policy thrown overboard by the 
Prime Minister at Birmingham last March, 
persistently declared that Hitler sooner or 
later would have to be fought. Then Canada 
was not Involved.

What at the Balkans? 

CEVERAL WEEKS AGO IT WAS SUG-

Balkan states, with Italy in the West and 
Turkey In the Eaat. would come to some ar¬ 
rangement under which a solid bloc would 
Offer resistance to any south or southeastern 
Invasion either by Germany or Russia indi¬ 
vidually or both In active military alliance. 
On the face of ft this looked then, as it does 
now, a feasible and sensible agreement on 
the part of all concerned, particularly as If 
would, to some extent, at any rate, simplify 
the Allied campaign in Its general Implica¬ 
tions and discourage Russian or German— 
again Individually or as military allies—de¬ 
signs on the Near East. 

—_ In the last day or so there have come 
rumors that Italy and Hungary have reached, 
or an about to reach, an agreement an a 
policy calculated to suggest to both Berlin 


and Moscow that further political and even¬ 
tual ipllitary excursions Into the B alka n s 
would meet with organized resistance on a 
large scale. King Carol of Rumania said on 
Saturday for the Soviet government's special 
benefit that his country, if it la attacked. wlU 
fight “as one living wall." And he coupled 
with this general'promise of action the defi¬ 
nite Intimation that Bessarabia—taken from 
Ruaaia after the laat war—“will always re¬ 
main Rumanian by the force of our arms.” 

Italy's position is nothing like as dear 
as a glance at the map and consideration of 
political develoomenti would Imply. She 
hates Bolshevist Russif and obviously Is de¬ 
termined to prevent any Invasion by that 
country of the Balkans—which she considers, 
and quite naturally, her major political 
sphere of Influence In addition to that she 
wields In her African possessions. But her 
real relations with Germany are still obscure, 
save that the ties of the Rome-BerUn axis 
appear much looser than they were before the 
deal between Hitler and Stalin. 

, Hungary and Rumania, of course, still 
have some delicate unfinished business on 
their own account which Italian promises of 
aid to the former In the event of a Russian 
Invasion will not remove. But If Rumania 
and Hungary could-agree about the future of 
Transylvania, or leave It ad unftaiahrtl busi¬ 
ness until the world has recovered Its sanity, 
the whole course of the Balkans might be 
leas Intricate. Russia’s former promise to 
aid Bulgaria In her demands for the Dobruja 
territory restored to Rumania after the war 
does not seem to be the sinister factor In 
future moves as It was at one time. At worst, 
however, the Balkans remains.the enigma 
it always has been. Over developments 
there, nevertheless, the major and deciding 
conflict may be fought—with the oil of Ru¬ 
mania and Iraq the prize.

first war loan of this new war In this 
the financial people of Ottawa haw the bene¬ 
fit of experience from the last great war. 
The temper of the country encourages the 
government to face the problem of war 
financing in forthright manner. Our finan¬ 
cial machinery at the beginning of this war 
enables us to set a course that would haw 
been virtually impossible In 1914. The eta 
cuinstances should help the Canadian people 
to avoid many of the demoralizing conse¬ 
quences of wsr and post-war readjustments 
that proved so diffi c ul t Jut time. 

The coming war loan, like probably aU 
loans floated by Canada during this war. 
will be on a domestic bails. Canadians will 
provide the principal and receive the Interest. 
The debt will be owed to ouraelws In Cana¬ 
dian funds. There will be no exchange or 
other problems Inherent ta external borrow¬ 
ing. It it the expectation of the government 
that some of the real savings ot the people 
will -be con verted into war- loan bonds. A 
total of gl.TM300,000 IS held by depositors 
In savings accounts ta chartered banks. 
These deposits. are ta . more than 4,000,000 
accounts. This probably mean* that one out 
of about ewry three people ln Canada has 
a savings account. The appeal to these 4,000,- 
000 will be that by converting real savings 
into war loan bonds, they can make a vita] 
contribution to Canada's war effort and at 
the aame time gain a safe and more profit¬ 
able investment. 

Walter Duranty, now In Finland, gives 
a good description of the conflict ta s recent 
dispatch to the New York Times: “This 
strange battle continues ta the woods and 
semtdarknesi.

^jAlberta'a Sp^ Credlt government has 
been guilty of many mtod«ra*anor*,buToa» 
of the most scandalous Is the use of public 
funds for purely poUtlcal purpose*. 

Early ta their career Premier Aberhart 
and his associates made use of pubUc funds 
to finance distribution of poUtlcal propa¬ 
ganda. Now that an election Is drawing near 
they are at It again. 

Apparently Premier Aberhart Intends the 
Alberto taxpayer to finance his election cam¬ 
paign. Political pamphlet* prepared by the 
Social Credit Board and printed and distrib¬ 
uted by- the government pubUdty bureau 
are being given wide distribution. 

One such pamphlet. "The Records TeU 
the Story," has been distributed to the num¬ 
ber of 15,000 or more. Yet the Edmonton 
Journal finds It on examination to be fUled 
with the moat flagrant misrepresentation*. 
It Is a deUberate piece of poUtlcal propa¬ 
ganda paid for by public funds and bearing 
the coat of arms of the province. 

PoUtlcal radio broadcast* are also being 
given by Premier Aberhart, his ministers 
and their aides. Although designed to pro¬ 
mote the poUtlcal success of the Social Credit 
Party these broadcasts are paid for out of 
public fundi. To finance this and similar

Sees Canada as 
Postwar Leader 

A prominent position for Can¬ 
ada in a postwar world was fore¬ 
seen by Hugh Sholto Watt Vic- 
toria-born journalist on the Dally 
Telegraph, In an address to the 
Men's Canadian Club In the Em¬ 
press Hotel today. 

After giving a description of the 
conditions and events behind the 
Baltic conflict. Mr. Watt spoke of 
the frowning consideration given 
by Allied leaders to a proposed 
federation in Europe following 
present hostilities. 

Any European federation waukl 
require the approval of the demo¬ 
cracies In other parts of the world. 
And Canada, he said, could play 
a highly Important part In the 
establishment of such a set-up. 

Mr. Watt spoke of the virile 
lndlvtduaUam of the Baltic coun¬ 
tries, Esthonia. Latvia and Lithu¬ 
ania. remarking they were. In a 
sense, new countries In as much 
as they had been developed along 
nationalistic lines only after shed 
ding the yoke of foreign domina¬ 
tion following the reshuffle which 
attended the end of the first Great 
War. 

While those countries had been 
forced Into mutual assistance 
pacta with Russia, hr believed 
they could not he coerced Into 
fighting with the Red forces 
against Finland. 

FINLAND'S PROBLEM 

The speaker referred In tome 
details to the climatic and geo¬ 
graphic condltlnos In Finland, not 
1 inf they, with the strength and 
determination of the defending 
j force, had played a major part In 
' checking the Invasion of the Red 
| forces. Although the Russian at- 
! tacks had been largely thrown 
[ back, “we delude ouraelve* If we 
discount too greatly Russia's 
i strength,” he Mid. contradicting 
the opinion that the Soviet forces 
! were extremely weak.
